April 12. 2007: 

On this date, the u/o was requested to respond to PAB by Sgt. Waterman in regards to a past 
assault and large underage party. Upon arrival, the u/o was advised that the victim had located a 
New Jersey State Trooper in Shamong and notified him that he had been assaulted in Medford. The 
Trooper responded to the address, 733 Gravelly Hollow Rd. Medford NJ and discovered an underage 
party in progress. Patrols detained and transported those involved to PAB for processing for local 
ordinance charges of underage alcohol consumption. 

The u/o assisted with witness interviews, however, no one provided specific inform ation 
regarding the identities of the suspect(s). The u/o assisted Ptl. Carbone in the interview 
accompanied by his father, fl^^advised that the victim and suspect were engaged in a verba! 
argument in the basement of the residence. I^dpushed both parties out of the residence and into 
the front yard. He returned to the residence until he heard people shouting about a fight. When he 
retur ned to the front yard, the victim was laying on the ground. The victim got up and left with other 
kids. fllAstated that he did not have any involvement in or witness the assault 

The u/o assisted Ptl. Carbone in the Interview of Robert Mastrangelo. During the interview, 
Mastrangelo implicated himself as to becoming engaged in a verbal altercation with the victim in the 
basement of the residence, after overhearing the victim "bad-mouth” two of the suspect’s friends. He 
and the victim were pushed out of the residence by another kid. While outside, their verbal altercation 
continued. Mastrangelo told the victim to leave the party, to which the victim told Mastrangelo to “Go 
fuck himself.” Mastrangelo struck the victim in the face with a dosed fist, which caused the victim to 
fall to the ground. At that time, other kids emerged from the residence. Mastrangelo returned to the 
residence and did not see what happened to the victim after the physical altercation. Mastrangelo 
provided a taped statement to the u/o, which was entered into evidence. The audio cassette was not 
transcribed at this time due to poor audio quality. The cassette will be maintained in evidence and a 
transcription attempt will be made if necessary for court.
